They will be received by Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, President of the Museum, the 
Exhibition Committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Edward D. Adams, John L. Cadwalader, 
Robert W. de Forest, and William Church 
Osborn; His Excellency, Count Johann 
Heinrich von BernstorfT, the German Am- 
bassador; the Imperial German Consul- 
General, Karl Blinz, Professor Karl Marr 
of Munich, representing the Commission 
by which the exhibition was organized, 
and Mr. Hugo Reisinger. 

The receiving party will be stationed in 
the large gallery on the second floor con- 
taining the collection of Chinese porcelain 
lent by Mr. Morgan, and the guests will 
pass from this room through the gallery 
containing the Bishop Collection of Jade to 
the new Fifth Avenue extension, where the 
exhibition has been arranged, the exit being 
through the room containing the collection 
of European armor.
